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Hundreds march 
in support of GPs

HUNDREDS of GP patients 
and health professionals 
marched through Tower 


Hamlets last Thursday, 
in support of surgeries 
threatened by the with- 
drawal of government 
funding. 


They say new financing plans 
are threatening large numbers 
of health practices with bank- 
ruptcy and are calling for the 
funding formula to be modified 


to take account of the effects of 
deprivation in the borough. 

Practice staff, members of 
the Royal College of GPs, 
members of the Unite trade 
union, community leaders and 
members of the campaigning 
group Keep our NHS Public 
were among those who joined 
the march from Wapping to 
Bromley-by-Bow. 

Carrying colourful banners 
and placards, the marchers stop- 
ped outside 14 surgeries which 
staff fear may have to close. 

Jackie Applebee, a GP at the 
Tredegar Practice in Bow and 
one of the rally organisers, said: 
“A threat to one practice in the 
borough is a threat to all. If any 
practice falls over financially, it 
puts more pressure on the rest 
of us. We will be asked to do 
much more for less.” 

The Minimum Practice 
Income Guarantee was intro- 
duced to ensure practices in de- 
prived areas like Tower Hamlets, 
with a high turnover of pa- 
tients, were funded adequate- 
ly to deliver high-quality GP 
services. 

Government changes, which 
came into effect in April this 
year, mean that the funding for 


GP practices will be matched to 
the number of patients they 
serve and the health needs of 
those patients. 

However, campaigners say 
government plans to phase out 
the guarantee in the next 
seven years means more 
weight will be given to age 
rather than deprivation. 

Among the surgeries under 
threat of losing funding is the 
70-year-old Jubilee Street 
Practice in Limehouse, which has 
around 11,000 patients. 

Managers and GPs there say 


consequences of the new 
funding formula will mean less 
access for patients, less safety 
and the potential loss of dedi- 
cated services such as ante- 
natal and preventative care. 

“We believe the present 
situation represents an urgent 
funding crisis which needs to be 
addressed immediately for the 
safety and well being of our pa- 
tients,” staff said in a statement.

Biker hurt in police crash

BUSINESSES and residents 
in Poplar High Street were 
trying to carry on with 
their daily routines after a 
road crash in which seven 
people were injured. 

The collision between a police 
car and a motorcycle occurred 
on the Cotton Street junction 
with Poplar High Street at about 
1.20pm last Thursday, June 5. 
Four pedestrians were also hurt, 
two of them seriously. 

Police were responding to a 
report of a suspect vehicle when 
the accident occurred. 

Paramedics and the London 
Air Ambulance attended the 
scene. 

The motorcyclist, a 27-year-old 
man, was taken to a London hos- 
pital with suspected head and 
leg injuries. His condition was 
initially described as life threat- 
ening but was considered sta- 
ble on Friday. 

Four male pedestrians sus- 
tained injuries from flying de- 
bris. They were taken to an 


east London hospital where 
two were discharged. The re- 
maining two were described as 
being in a serious condition. 

The officers in the car suffered 
minor injuries and were later 
discharged from hospital. 

Jack Darby, who lives on the 
Isle of Dogs, said he was on 
his motorcycle approaching 
Poplar High Street when he 


heard an “almighty thump". 

Mr Darby added: “I saw a man 
lying on the ground. A police of- 
ficer was attending to him and 
there was a lot of blood. His 
trainers and helmet had come 
off and I saw the air ambulance 
crew treat him on the ground 
before they flew him off." 

The incident has been 
referred to the Met Police's 


directorate of professional stan- 
dards (DPS) and to the Indepen- 
dent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC), who will 
decide whether to investigate.

Council backs election probe 


THE council has been 
working closely with the 
police who have been in- 
vestigating allegations of 
electoral malpractice dur- 
ing last month’s elections. 

The police said last week 
they had received 84 complaints 
but in the majority of cases there 
was no evidence of criminality. 

The council's returning offi- 
cer John Williams said: “We 
note that while 84 complaints 
have been referred to the police 
only eight of the complaints 
merit an investigation as in 


the majority of cases there is no 
evidence any criminal offences 
have been committed." 

Of the eight investigations 
one refers to an allegation of fail- 
ing to put a correct imprint on 
election literature; one of mak- 
ing a false statement about a 
candidate; four of false declara- 
tions on nomination papers; and 
two relating to postal voting. 

Mr Williams is also looking into 
several complaints which, while 
not of a criminal nature, could 
represent a breach of the Tower 
Hamlets local elections protocol.

Specialist help is at hand 


DROP-IN sessions are be- 
ing held during Diabetes 
Week where residents can 
have a check-up to find out 
if they have the condition 
or receive advice about 
how to manage it. 

Some 14,000 people in 
Tower Hamlets have type 2 di- 
abetes with another 2,000 es- 
timated to be unaware they 
have the condition. 

Symptoms include feeling 
thirsty, increased appetite, uri- 
nating frequently, feeling tired 
and weight loss. 

If poorly managed, diabetes 
can lead to heart disease, stroke, 
blindness, kidney failure and 
amputation of the lower limbs. 
Dr Somen Banerjee, Tower Ham- 
lets director of public health, 
said: “Eating a balanced diet and 
regular exercise can help pre- 
vent the onset of type 2 diabetes 
and prevent complications if you 
are living with diabetes. If you

reduce body weight, blood 
sugar levels and blood fat 
levels. 

■ Try to drink sensibly - alco- 
hol is high in calories and can 
impact on blood sugar levels. 

The recommended daily 
limit for women is 2-3 units 
and for men it is 3-4 units. 

Noeleen said: “People with 
mental health problems often 
have difficulty managing their 
diabetes as well as everything 
else. They may not be aware 
of symptoms, ignore them or 
just neglect themselves.”

LIKE most people, I usual- 
ly put off dealing with 
forms and admin. I al- 
ways worry that I will give 
the wrong information, 
or that it will take too 
long, and usually put it off 
until next week. 

But next week never comes, 
and so I end up never quite get- 
ting around to filling in that 
form. It doesn't seem important 
at the time, but this week it hit 
home just how important some 
of those forms can be. 

I'm buying a house and need 
to get a mortgage. I have a job, 
bank account and credit cards, 
and a good credit rating. Every- 
thing should be easy. 

But four years ago I got mar- 
ried and changed my name on 
my passport and driving li- 
cence to my married name. I'm 
on the electoral roll in my mar- 
ried name as well, which lenders 
love as it proves you are really 
who you say you are. 

But I never quite got around 
to changing my name on my 
bank and credit card accounts. 
That meant that, when the 
mortgage company looked me 
up to see if I'm a good borrow- 
er, they couldn't identify me 
properly. 

They could see my married 
name was a good voter who has 
a passport, but no money. They 
could see my maiden name 
has enough money but doesn't 
exist anywhere else. It took a lot 
of forms, running around and 
explaining to persuade the 
mortgage company that I was- 
n't a fake customer trying to 
commit fraud! 

It took a lot of time to sort it 
out. If I hadn't been able to con- 
vince the mortgage company 
that I was legitimate, it would 
have cost me a lot of money too. 

Even if they were willing to 
give me a mortgage, they would 
have charged me even more for 
it as they would have worried 


I was a high risk customer. It's 
made me realise that I need to 
spend some time spring-clean- 
ing my paperwork and my 
money. Even though it takes 
time now (and I always think I'm 
going to find it difficult and of- 
ten boring), it will save me time 
and money in the future. 

There are some important 
forms I've been avoiding. I've 
been meaning to fill in the 
forms for a pension for ages. All 
that time I've been missing out 
on my employer contributions. 

If you have the option, have 
you signed up for a pension? The 
sooner you pay into a pension, 
the better off you will be when 
you can retire. One of my col- 
leagues signed up for their pen- 
sion last month and it didn't take 
any time at all. It's made me de- 
termined to sort mine out this 
month. When are you going to 
do yours? 

Or, if you don't have the op- 
tion for a pension, how about 
setting aside whatever you can 
in a savings account? Even a few 
pounds adds up over time. 

Another thing I keep mean- 
ing to do is check to see if I'm 
on the best energy tariff. All I 
need to do is read the meter, 
then go on line to one of the 
websites that compare prices 
(see www.moneysavingexpert. 
com for a list) and put in my de- 
tails. The website will tell me 
which energy providers can 
save me money. 

If you think it's time that 
you had a money and admin 
spring-clean, why not set aside 
some time this weekend to tick 
just one thing off your list? 

And if you find forms as 
stressful as I do, you can make 
an appointment with the FITH 
Money team. They can help 
you work through your finances 
and admin and save money in 
the process!

Counting the cost of child labour 


This Thursday is World Day Against Child Labour and the 
council has joined forces with unions to highlight the plight 
of millions of exploited children. Susan Mulligan reports. 


SHAWPON doesn’t have 
any safety tools. As a re- 
sult, he is often burnt or in- 
jured and treats his 
wounds by buying medi- 
cine from a nearby phar- 
macy at his own expense.

- a type of cheap snack - rather 
than rice because he has to 
work continuously 

Shawpon is just one of the 2.5 
million children estimated to 
work in factories and industri- 
al workshops in Bangladesh 
alone - and similar child labour 
practices abound in many 
other countries. 

This week, Tower Hamlets 
Council is joining trade unions 
GMB and Unison to support a 
campaign to extend social pro- 
tection and combat child labour. 

To help raise awareness of the 
issue and its implications, they 
are holding an event at the 
Town Hall in Poplar as part of 
international World Day Against 
Child Labour on Thursday, 
June 12. 

The focus for the campaign in 
Tower Hamlets will be the work 
being done by two organisa- 
tions: UKBET (UK-Bangladesh 
Education Trust) and the British

Bangladeshi Alliance (BBA). 

UKBET is running a pilot pro- 
ject for 100 children who are en- 
gaged in hazardous labour - 
including Shawpon - by provid- 
ing education, healthcare, coun- 
selling and advocacy to parents 
and employers who are in- 
volved with child labour. 

In the Sylhet region of 
Bangladesh, a study by re- 
searchers at Shah Jalal Univer- 
sity revealed that 76 per cent of 
working children, aged between 
six and 16, were employed in 


occupations defined by the gov- 
ernment as 'hazardous' - jobs 
that put their lives and health 
at risk every day. 

They found that skin and 
lung infections were common 
among child labourers, and that 
lead poisoning, gangrene and 
sight loss were not unusual. 

Although numbers suggest 
that more boys than girls are 
involved in child labour, many 
of the types of work girls do are 
invisible - roughly 90 per cent 
of children in domestic labour 
are estimated to be girls. 

Annette Zera, chair of UKBET, 
said: “It is appalling that in 
2014 children are daily working 
in dangerous situations, de- 
prived of their health and their 
childhood. 

“UKBET is determined that 
the exploitation of children will 
stop. Our ambition is to make 
Sylhet City Corporation the first 
part of Bangladesh where not 
a single child works in a haz- 
ardous occupation. 

“We need the help of people 
in the UK. Together we can 
abolish hazardous child labour.”

George Orwell spent a few months early in his literary career living rough in the East End. 
Sixty-five years after the publication of his masterpiece 1984, Richard Simpson re-visits 
the streets that so influenced his writing to see what - if anything - has changed.

IN the not so distant past, 
the East End was a place 
to be forgotten, an area 
readily associated with 
disease, overcrowding, al- 
coholism and crime. 

Either you had the misfortune 
of living in one of the area's 
slums or you simply stayed clear. 

Or, if you were George Orwell, 
you quit your steady well-paid 
job and hit the streets. In 1927,

pire as a police officer in colo- 
nial Burma, Orwell traded in his 
uniform for rags and spent a few 
months living a life of abject 
poverty in two of Europe's 
grandest capital cities. 

He recounts his experience 
in his first novel Down and 
Out in Paris and London, pub- 
lished in 1933. 

In many ways, this experience 
defined Orwell's writing ca- 
reer. The poverty which he wit- 
nessed in London's own 
backyard came as an eye-open- 
er after years of service in the 
Indian Imperial Police. Here was 
Great Britain preaching en- 
lightenment to all corners of the 
globe, yet in Spitalfields and 
Whitechapel the living condi- 
tions were as bad as in the slums 
of Calcutta. 

The seeds had been sown. 
Over the following two decades 
Orwell would use his words to 
fight social injustice, and impe- 
rialist and authoritarian rule. His 
righteous causes would be de- 
veloped in novel after novel, and 
ultimately culminated in the 
publication - 65 years ago on 
June 8 - of 1984. 

So what has changed since 
the time of Orwell's writing? 
What has become of the East 
End lodging houses that played 
such an instrumental role in his 
writing career? 

The simple truth is that most 
of the squalor he experienced no 
longer is. Many of the buildings, 
however, still stand - but do so 
under a very different guise. 

The Providence Row Night 
Refuge 'for deserving Men, 
Women, and Children' on mod- 
ern day Crispin Street used to 
provide accommodation for 
more than 400 destitute people 
- nowadays it's a student resi- 
dence for the London School of 
Economics.

The Brune Street Soup Kitchen 
for the Jewish Poor was opened 
in 1902 and, as its name sug- 
gests, used to provide nourish- 
ment for the Jewish community 
of Spitalfields. The establish- 
ment has now been divided into 
expensive flats. 

Fieldgate Street's Rowton 
House, also erected in 1902, of- 
fered 816 beds. It is known for 
a fact that George Orwell stayed 
there, as did Soviet revolution- 
aries Maxim Litvinov and Joseph 
Stalin when they attended the 
London conference of the Russ- 
ian Social Democratic Labour 
Party in 1907. 

American author Jack London 
called it the “Monster Doss 
House” packed with “life that is 
degrading and unwholesome”. 
Today it is known as Tower 
House and offers a vast array of 
luxury apartments, some worth 
more than £1 million - a far cry 
from the shilling Orwell had to 
pay for a night's rest. 

These are just three examples 
of the many East End establish- 
ments that have gone from 
rags to riches in a mere half cen- 
tury. Back in Orwell's day these 
institutions existed to assist 


the poor, now they serve most- 
ly the wealthy. 

Far from being a criticism, this 
is merely an observation. Times 
have changed, and so has the 
area. Would Orwell roll over in 
his grave at the thought? Well, 
let's just say he wouldn't be 
thrilled. It's only fair to say the 
poverty he was attacking has- 
n't disappeared altogether - 
simply shifted to other areas of 
London. 

However, let us not forget that 
in many ways we have people 
like George Orwell to thank for 
this progress. Jack the Ripper's 
infamous murders in 1888 made 
international news and the 
area saw unprecedented re- 
generation thereafter. Orwell's 
work brought East End misery 
back to the forefront of social 
agendas and ensured the regen- 
eration triggered by the Ripper 
years did not stop there. 

Whereas people used to avoid 
the area and even fear it, nowa- 
days people of all walks of life 
flock here to tour the sites - a 
celebration of immigration, 
poverty and murder if you will.

FOR as long as he lived, the scent 
of limes would immediately trigger 
memories in Sam Lesser. 

The year was 1936, and the young Cock- 
ney was working as the Barcelona corre- 
spondent for the Daily Worker during the 
Spanish Civil War. After a particularly bru- 
tal bombardment by Italian war planes 
(Mussolini supporting his fascist brother- 
in-arms Franco), the 23-year-old Sam 
emerged from his office. “I shall never for- 
get the smell when I went outside. There 
was one wonderful row of lime trees, a beau- 
tiful scent when they're in flower, as they 
were at this time. The gutter was literally 
flowing with blood, and the smell of the 
blood of these poor people was mixed with 
the smell of lime. I can never smell lime trees 
without coming back.” 

Seventy five years after the end of 
Spain's vicious internal war, the politics are 
still playing out. Just last week, Franco's 
anointed successor, King Juan Carlos, hand- 
ed the throne to his son. Spain still seems 
a long way from the Republic Sam and his 
comrades were fighting for back in the 
1930s. But for the young East Ender, the fight 
had been prompted by something far 
closer to home. Blackshirts marching on the 
streets of the Thirties East End had prompt- 
ed him to throw up a promising academ- 
ic career and join the ranks of the 
International Brigade. 

The eldest of eight children, Sam was bom 
Mannassah Lesser on March 19, 1915, in the 
East End. His parents knew a bit about per- 
secution, having fled Poland with their re- 
spective families in the early years of the 
new century. They met each other in east 
London, manied and opened a grocery shop. 
Sam, a bright student, who attended 
George Green's School on the Isle of Dogs, 
won a scholarship to University College Lon- 
don, where he studied Egyptology. Sam, 
though was already becoming politicised 
by what he was seeing on the streets of 
Whitechapel and Wapping. 

In 2007, Sam acknowledged that he 
was already “a bit Bolshevised” by the time 
he arrived at UCL, and in 1935, having 
marched against Mosley and his Blackshirts 
in the East End, he joined the Communist 
Party of Great Britain, a decision he put 
down to their anti-fascist stance. 

At UCL he also joined the Officers' Train- 
ing Corps; he later described that decision 
as “something I always have greater 
difficulty explaining”. He justified it, quot- 
ing Lenin's words. “An oppressed class 
which does not strive to learn to use arms, 
to acquire arms, only deserves to be 
treated like slaves”. 

In any event, Sam would soon be using 
arms for real. For in July 193 6, a failed coup 
by the Spanish Nationalists (of whom

Franco would later emerge as leader) 
plunged Spain into a vicious civil war. 

The forces of the Right were supported 
by arms from fascist Italy and Nazi Ger- 
many... there was no doubt which side Less- 
er found himself on. That same month, he 
was due to head to Egypt, to work on an 
archeological dig. Instead, at the request of 
Communist Party general secretary Har- 
ry Pollitt, Sam was one of the group of British 
volunteers heading to fight in Spain. 

The little band of 30 would be among the 
earliest members of the International 
Brigades - foreigners of all nationalities 
fighting in support of the Republican 
cause. There was just one problem - 
he couldn't bring himself to tell his mum. 
So, taking his passport, Sam simply told his 
parents that he was heading for Egypt for 
his studies. 

Instead, he was in Albacete, for more of 
that military training, and then to Madrid, 
to fight. There was an irony in his first sight 
of battle. As part of a British unit in a French 
battalion, he exchanged gunfire with the 
Nationalists - the young academic de- 
fending the faculties of philosophy and lit- 
erature at the Casa del Campo university 
campus in the Spanish capital. 

By December, there were only six of the 
original 30 Britons left alive. Sam, now fight- 
ing under the nom de guerre Raimundo 
Casado, had taken shrapnel wounds to the 
head. And in January 1937, in the little south- 
ern town of Lopera (near Cordoba), was hit 
by friendly fire from a Republican machine 
gun post, in the back and foot. “I didn't know 
where I'd been wounded - except that when 
I tried to get up I couldn't. I just fell down.” 

He returned to Albacete, recuperating 
with a copy of Cervantes' Don Quixote, and 
with work in the battalion office, and was 
then shipped back to London, where he read- 
ied himself to fight once more. Other post- 
ings came - to the International Brigade's 



Paris recruitment office, where he organ- 
ised new volunteers; leading a group of fe- 
male volunteers to Spain in a fishing boat. 

A medical soon confirmed that Sam's 
fighting days were over; the party told him 
he was to be posted back to Barcelona... as 
a radio reporter for the Republicans and a 
correspondent for the British communist 
paper the Daily Worker. 

“They said I was going to be in charge 
of the English-language broadcasts. I said: 
'I've never done anything like this before.' 
But they said: 'You'll find out, We'll take you 
to your room - there's the typewriter! ' That's 
how I became a journalist.” 

In January 1939, Sam escaped Barcelona 


the day before Franco's troops entered the 
city, in a car driven by Daily Herald corre- 
spondent Scott Watson. “The road to the 
frontier was crammed, mostly with women, 
children and old men trying to get out. It 
was something that would later be re- 
enacted in towns and cities across the whole 
of Europe.” 

During World War II, he worked as a fore- 
man in the Napier aero-engine factory in 
Acton. With the peace, he began a lifelong 
career for the Daily Worker (which became 
the Morning Star). 

As a journalist of the Left, Sam reported 
on decades of the Soviet Bloc in Europe: 
many years later he would admit regret at 
his credulity and that he didn't do more to 
criticise the abuses and atrocities perpe- 
trated by the Communists. 

In 1952, Rudolf Slansky and 13 other 
Czech Communists were subjected to a 
show trial in Prague. Most were Jewish, 
some International Brigade veterans, and 
the majority were executed - Lesser's 
reports followed the party line. 

In 1956, Sam was Moscow correspondent 
as a briefing came through on Nikita 
Khruschev's secret speech, denouncing 
Stalin's crimes. The journalist's 12-page 
report appeared in the London paper, 
reduced to a few uncritical paragraphs. Yet 
in the Hungarian uprising in October of that 
year, brutally quashed by the Soviets, 
Lesser's reports again toe the official line. 

From 1959 to his retirement 25 years lat- 
er, Lesser was London-based foreign editor 
of the paper. It gave him an unrivalled eye 
on the geo-politics of the time. 

He was in Nigeria to cover the i960 in- 
dependence celebrations; interviewed Che 
Guevara in 1962 Havana; witnessed the hor- 
ror of American bombing in 1971 North Viet- 
nam; saw the overthrow of Salvador 
Allende's government in Chile in 1973. 
And in 1968 he again saw Soviet tanks cmsh 
a revolution, as the Prague Spring was vi- 
ciously put down. . . this time his reports were 
critical of the Moscow behemoth. 

In June, five years ago, things came full 
circle. As chairman of the International 
Brigade Memorial Trust, on June 9, 2009 
he was one of seven Civil War veterans in- 
vited to the Spanish embassy in London. 
The tiny band were given Spanish citi- 
zenship, making good a promise the Re- 
public had made 70 years before. 

Rising to speak in Spanish, Sam de- 
clared: “Were a little late, but today I be- 
lieve we can say that we have come home.” 
He died on October 2, 2010.

RESIDENTS and community groups 
enjoyed a family fun day to celebrate 
the official opening of the newly- 
created Lark Row Community Garden 
in Bethnal Green.

A NEW festival promises 
to unlock the secrets of 
Roman Road while 
recreating the spirit of 
the markets seen there in 
the 1970s and ’80s.

House Clearance

OUT & About caught a moving and intimate 
exhibition at Eleven Spitalfields Gallery. 

House Clearance features a collection of sketch- 
es by Fay Ballard, in which the artist recreates life 
in her childhood home in Shepperton, following the 
death of her father, the writer JG Ballard, in 2009. 

That Eleven Spitalfields, off Brick Lane, is in an 
area full of old Georgian domestic townhouses 
makes for an ideal setting for the homely works. 

Added poignancy is given to the collection as the 
artist lost her mother at the age of seven and she 


appears here in some 
haunting sketches. 

The quality of Ballard’s 
drawings are superbly 
constructed, perhaps not 
surprising for someone 
who has been commis- 
sioned in collections for 
the Queen and painted 
flora at Highgrove. How- 
ever, it’s when the pieces 
are viewed alongside the 
gallery notes that some 
of the objects from the collection really fire to life. 

This is the case with the family possessions 
directly relating to Fay’s father JG Ballard, consid- 
ered one of England’s greatest ever novelists. 

Among the first pieces visitors see is a painstak- 
ingly detailed drawing of a chess set with J.G.B. 
etched on the box. It turns out to be a prized pos- 


session from Ballard’s time in Lunghua, where the 
writer was interned in a civilian prison camp near 
Shanghai during World War II. 

Some of the more obvious “stuff” is equally eye- 
catching. From the bottle of Johnnie Walker Red La- 
bel, a daily tipple before the writer set to a hard day’s 
work, to the reproduction of his first ever bumbling 
attempt to send an email to his children - ironic 
for someone who wrote so presciently about the 
relationship between technology and the future. 

JG Ballard’s classic High Rise, a story about 
warring residents living in an ultra-modern 
apartment block, was set on the Isle of Dogs. A 
new film adaptation is reportedly set to begin 
shooting this month. 

It’s worth checking out this exhibition first. 

House Clearance runs at Eleven Spitalfields, Ei, 
until June 27.

Eating out, eating in 

Pastificio magnifico !

I’M now getting so used to 
finding tiny restaurants 
and bars secreted behind 
fridges, florists and pasta 
shops. 

So much so that I'm rather dis- 
appointed when I go snuffling 
around to the back of any giv- 
en shop, opening doors, only to 
be knocked sideways by a mop 
and bucket. 

Burro e Salvia is a rather ex- 
cellent purveyor of handmade 
pasta, created in front of your 
eyes and packaged to make 
you feel special. Behind the rows 
of tortellini and ravioli though, 
you'll find a small restaurant 
with only ten covers. 

On a Sunday afternoon, this 
hideaway is the very essence of 
civility; glistening glassware, 
white china and clean and sim- 
ple decor. We even achieve the 
larger table to the back under 
the skylight which drenches 
us in warm sunlight through- 
out, tempered by (free) filtered 
water and a chilled glass of wine. 

Starters of anchovies and 
toast is delicious and very rea- 
sonable at £5. The high quality 
anchovies were served in the tin, 
which is novel but does re- 
mind you of the mark-up. 


I would be so tempted to 
place them in the porcelain 
anchovy tin they have on sale 
(to hold toothpicks and the like) 
for aesthetic reasons but also to 
promote their own products. 
Everyone's a winner. 

The other starter of devilled 
eggs with tuna was served 
with homemade mayo, oh so 


subtly curried (might not be 
enough for some) and was an- 
other billy bargain at £4. 

For mains we had ravioli alia 
Norma (ravioli with aubergines 
and ricotta swimming in a 
melting tomato sauce) and ravi- 
oli agli Agrumi, Bottarga e 
Prezzemolo (ravioli filled with ri- 
cotta, lemon and orange zest, 


mullet roe and parsley). 

The former was simply deli- 
cious and impressive to find tiny 
cubes of aubergines (when 
aubergines are such hard work, 
what with their salt scrub preps 
before you even get to dealing 
with them). 

The Agrumi was rather spe- 
cial too, brave with the amount 
of zest but made the meatiness 
of the roe light and citrusy. 
Not bad at £12 a plate for some- 
thing so delightful. We both her- 
alded this as the best pasta we 
have ever eaten, and boy have 
we eaten a lot. 

The beer and wine selection 
is equally impressive and al- 
though we ducked out of pud- 
ding, both options of chocolate 
and amaretti pudding and 
sabayon mousse were ex- 
tremely tempting when we 
nosed at others. 

Two ate a relaxed and inti- 
mate lunch for just over £40 all 
in. The combination of small 
space and well deserved popu- 
larity makes booking a must 
(particularly in the evenings - 
they've started serving a few 
nights a week in celebration of 
their first birthday).

1 tsp lemon juice 

30g grated cheese 

20g vegetable oil 


Method 

1. Mix the breadcrumbs, mixed 
herbs and lemon juice. 

2. Add the cheese and oil. 

3. Mix together - the mixture 
should hold together but not 
be wet. 

4. Grease a baking sheet, place 


the fish down and spread on the 
crumb and herb mixture. 

5. It should be approximately 
2mm thick. 

6. Cook the fish in a pre-heat- 
ed oven at gas mark 4/i75°C for 
approximately 20 minutes, 
until golden brown.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit

Stick fighter selected for British team’s Rome trip

OVER the last seven years stick 
fighter Mohibur Shamim Rahman 
has gone from an ordinary athlete 
into an extraordinary one. 

He is not a household name, but he has 
risen to the top of his sport and now stands 
just a few fights away from becoming world 
champion. 

Last month 40-year-old Mohibur, of 
Lukin Street, Stepney, became the British 
Southern Area lightweight champion on 
padded sticks after a tremendous display 
at the Luton championships.
